U.S. to Cut Nuclear Stockpile 


Nuke level to drop to less thai 

WASHINGTON! President Bush has approved 
“a significant reduction” in the U.S. nuclear 
weapons stockpile, cutting it to less than one- 
quarter the size it was at the end of the Cold 
War, the White House said Tuesday. 

At the same time, the Energy Department 
announced plans to consolidate the nuclear 
weapons complex that maintains warheads 
and dismantle those no longer needed, say- 
ing the current facilities need to be made 
more efficient and more easily secured.

and that the larger complex is no longer 
needed. 

“We are reducing our nuclear weapons 
stockpile to the lowest level consistent with 
America’s national security and our commit- 
ments to friends and allies,” White House 
press secretary Dana Perino said. “A cred- 
ible deterrent remains an essential part of 
U.S. national security, and nuclear forces 
remain key to meeting emerging security 
challenges.” 


The government will 
not provide any num- 
bers on the overall size 
of the nuclear stockpile, 
but there are believed to 
be nearly 6,000 warheads 
that either are deployed or 
in reserve. 

Separately, under terms 
of a 2002 arms control treaty with Russia, 
the U.S. is committed to reducing the num- 
ber of deployed warheads to between 1,700

WAS H I N GTO N I The Federal Reserve 
moved Tuesday to protect home 
buyers from dubious lending prac- 
tices, its most sweeping response 
to a mortgage meltdown that has 
forced record numbers of people 
from their homes. 

The proposed rules, endorsed by 
the Federal Reserve Board in a 5-0 


vote, would crack down on a range 
of shady lending practices that has 
burned many of the nation’s riski- 
est “subprime” borrowers — those 
with spotty credit or low incomes 
— who have been hardest hit by the 
housing and credit debacles. The 
rules also would curtail misleading 
ads for many types of mortgages 
and bolster financial disclosures 
to borrowers. 

“Unfair and deceptive acts and 
practices hurt not just borrowers 
and their families, but entire com- 


BUYER PROTECTIONS

WASHINGTON I Congress by a wide 
margin approved the first increase 
in automobile fuel economy in 32 
years Tuesday, and President Bush 
plans to quickly sign the legislation, 
accepting the mandates on the auto 
industry. 

The energy bill, boosting mileage 
by 40 percent to 35 miles per gallon, 
passed the House 314-100 and heads 
to the White House, following the 
Senate’s approval last week. 

In a dramatic shift to spur 
increased demand for non-fos- 
sil fuels, the bill also requires a 
six-fold increase in ethanol use to 
36 billion gallons a year by 2022.

Ex-guerrilla leader 
to head governing 
South African party 

POLOKWANE, SOUTH AFRICA I Jacob 
Zuma triumphed at the African 
National Congress on Tuesday, 
parlaying his charisma and wide- 
spread popularity to win the gov- 
erning party’s top job and put him 
in line to become the country’s next 
president. 

His overwhelming victory —

But the contest was the 
most bitterly divisive in the history 
of the party, and Mbeki’s loss raised 


Holloway Case 
Closes In Aruba 

ORANJESTAD, ARUBA I ProsecUtors 
closed their investigation into the 
disappearanceofAmerican teenager 
Natalee Holloway, saying Tuesday 
they still believe three young men 
were involved in her death but can’t 
prove it after a 932-day search failed 
to turn up a body.

Turks Send 
Troops Into 
North Iraq 

BAGHDAD I Turkey sent hundreds 
of troops across the border into 
the frigid mountains of north- 
ern Iraq on Tuesday, claiming it 
inflicted heavy losses on Turkish 
Kurd rebels in the small-scale 
incursion and from air strikes 
two days earlier. 

The offensive puts more pres- 
sure on Washington to mediate 
between Iraq and Turkey, two key 
allies in an unstable region.

Olmert pledges more 
pressure on groups

Islamic Jihad threatened “a wave 
of martyrdom operations” — suicide 
bombings in Israel — in response 
to what it called “a big loss.” 

The Israeli attack began when 
aircraft blasted two cars in Gaza 
City after nightfall Monday, kill- 
ing six men, including Majed 
Harazin, Islamic Jihad’s charis- 
matic military commander for 
Gaza and the West Bank. Rocket- 
maker Karim al-Dahdouh also was 
killed in the attack. 

Four more men were targeted as 
they emerged from morning prayers 
Tuesday at a mosque. Two members 
of the larger Hamas militant group 
were killed in a separate strike.

Media Ownership 
Rule Is Loosened 


Some major market 
broadcasters can now 
also own a newspaper 

WASHINGTON! The Federal Commu- 
nications Commission voted Tuesday 
to overturn a 32-year-old restriction 
on media ownership, allowing radio 
and TV broadcasters in the nation’s 
20 largest media markets to also 
own a newspaper in the same city. 

The rule change does not apply 
to the top four rated TV stations in 
a market, which are still prevented 
from owning a newspaper. 

FCC Chairman Kevin Martin 
was joined by his two Republican 
colleagues in favor of the proposal, 
while the commission’s two Demo- 


crats voted against it. 

Martin pushed the vote through 
despite pressure from Capitol Hill 
to delay it.

Taylor Selected as Pro Bowl Starter 


Redskins safety led 
the NFC with 5 picks 
before he was shot 

REDSKINS I Sean Taylor’s selection 
to the Pro Bowl was supposed to be 
a crowning moment in a season in 
which he became a truly dominant 
NFL safety. Instead, it’s a tribute 
to a player who was tragically lost 
from the game at age 24. 

The Redskins’ safety was select- 
ed as an NFC representative to the 
2008 Pro Bowl on Tuesday, three 
weeks after he was fatally wounded 
in a shooting at his home in Miami. 
Taylor was chosen as the confer- 
ence’s top free safety in balloting 
by coaches, players and fans. 

“It is well- deserved,” center 


Casey Rabach said. “If he would 
have been able to finish the sea- 
son, he would have been in there. 
It just shows the respect everybody 
around the league had for him and 
what a great player he was.” 

Taylor is believed to be the sec- 
ond person elected posthumously to 
an all-star game in a major Ameri- 
can professional sports league. Phil- 
adelphia Flyers goalie Pelle Lind- 
bergh was voted by fans to start in 
the 1986 NHL All-Star game after 
he was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent on Nov. 11, 1985. 

Taylor led the NFC with five inter- 
ceptions at the time of his death, even 
though he had missed the previous 
two games because of a knee injury. 
He was also leading the Pro Bowl vot- 
ing among fans at the time.

Chris Cooley and Chris Samuels 
were selected as backups. Plus: 

Dallas had 11 players selected 
to the NFC roster, four morethan 
any other NFC team. 

Eight Patriots madetheteam, 
seven of them as starters. 

The10-4 Jaguars had no one 
selected to the Pro Bowl for the 
firsttime in franchise history. 

Five NFC teams — the Lions, 
Falcons, Panthers, Saints and 
Bucs — had no players selected. 

Redskins FB Mike Sellers was 
afirstalternate. Rock Cartwright 
and Clinton Portis were second 
alternates, and London Fletcher 
and LaRon Landry werethird. 


In his first three years in the 
NFL, he would mix big hits with 
big mistakes, but his bone -jarring 
hits intimidated receivers so much 
that he was chosen as a first alter- 
nate to the Pro Bowl. 

This year, Taylor was allowed to 
roam the field as a true free safe- 
ty, a hard-hitting ball hawk whose 
speed made anything deep virtu- 
ally off limits to the offense. Before 
his knee injury, the Redskins had 
allowed only 21 plays of 20 -plus 
yards over 8 3/4 games. 

“You’re talking about one of the 
best safeties in the league,” cor- 
nerback Fred Smoot said at the 
time. “Just by his presence in the 
middle, people don’t try the mid- 
dle. We miss him tremendously.”

Orioles star Roberts 
says he ‘took one shot’ 
in ’03, then stopped 

ORIOLES I Baltimore Orioles sec- 
ond baseman Brian Roberts has 
acknowledged using steroids, but 
insists he tried it only once before 
realizing he had made a “terrible 
decision.” 

Roberts was named in former 
Sen. George Mitchell’s report on 
steroid use in major league base- 
ball. The report came out Thurs- 
day, but Roberts did not immedi- 
ately respond. 

In a statement issued Tuesday to 
The Associated Press, Roberts said 
he tried steroids four years ago. 

“In 2003, when I took one shot 
of steroids, I immediately realized 
that this was not what I stood for

or anything that I wanted to con- 
tinue doing. I never used steroids, 
human growth hormone or any 
other performance enhancing 
drugs prior to or since that single 
incident,” he said. 


“I can honestly say before God, 
myself, my family and all of my fans, 
that steroids or any performance - 
enhancing drugs have never had 
any effect on what I have worked 
so hard to accomplish in the game 
ofbaseball.” 

Roberts was in the Mitchell 
report because former teammate 
Larry Bigbie informed investigators 
that Roberts told him he used ste- 
roids “once or twice” in 2003. 

“I am very sorry, and I deeply 
regret ever making that terrible 
decision,” Roberts said in the state- 
ment. “My only hope and prayer is 
that the Orioles, my family, friends 
and fans that have supported me so 
faithfully will forgive me.” 

Roberts has twice been named to 
the American League All- Star team, 
including this season. He has a career 
batting average of .281. (ap)

NEW CLASSIC I Here’s a new thought 
worthy of defending: Cadillac makes 
abetter car than BMW or Mercedes 
or Lexus or Infiniti, and that car is 
the 2008 CTS. 

No other car in the mass market, 
with so much at stake for its mak- 
ers, dares as much as this expres- 
sive and audacious bit of automo- 
tive avant-gardism. In a segment 
that lives and dies by European 
benchmarks, the CTS sets fire to 
the bench and throws it through 
the shopkeepers’ window.

Alaska resort hopes 
to attract beginning 
skiers with new look 

DESTINATIONS I As alpine enthu- 
siasts contemplate how they’ll be 
breaking in their equipment this 
season, the managers at Alaska’s 
only ski resort hope powder-lov- 
ers will bypass the classic slopes 
of Whistler, Deer Valley and Aspen 
and head to the far north. 

The Alyeska Resort, long con- 
sidered a niche venue for locals 
and adventure skiers, is undergo- 
ing a $25 million expansion to lure 
larger groups of winter vacationers, 
families especially, to the peaks of 
south- central Alaska. 

The resort’s owner has stoked 
big changes at the Girdwood insti- 
tution, from new conveyor-belt 
lifts for beginners and snowmak- 
ing machines, to refurbished guest 
rooms and healthier menus. 

John Byrne III, who bought the 
resort last year, is also negotiating 
with the U.S. Forest Service to build 
a lift that would open hundreds of 
acres of raw terrain in the Chugach 
Mountains to highly skilled off-piste 
skiers and snowboarders. 

But the top priority, Byrne said, 
is making steep and rugged Mount 
Alyeska less daunting for novices. 
Intermediate runs, most on the 
harder side, make up about half of 
the 1,400 acres of groomed trail. 

“Alyeska has lots of great expert 
terrain, which I love, but what we 
really need now is more good begin- 
ner and intermediate terrain,” Byrne 
said by phone from his home in Alta, 
Utah. “In the long run, we need to

offer the complete package.” 

This season, the resort is offering 
new ski-school classes and has carved 
out some mellower runs to give skiers 
and snowboarders more options on 
the mountain. At the low end, group 
lessons start at $45 for young chil- 
dren. Adults signing up for a six-hour 
private lesson pay $330. 

“Everyone thinks it’s a good 
idea for Alaska skiing. It’s an 
area that hasn’t been completely 
harvested for its potential,” said 
Kelly Davis, research manager 
at Snowsports.org, a non-profit 
industry research group based in 
McLean, Va. “We’re curious to see 
how they’re going to get more people 
up there.” jeannette j. lee (ap)

Low Down Dirty Jams 


Dewey Cox’s success 
lies in his arsenal 
of good bad songs 

S AT I R E I There’s the Weird A1 way of 
making funny music: Steal a mel- 
ody, add zany high- concept lyrics, 
and rock on. 

Producer and co-writer Judd 
Apatow’s biopic parody “Walk Hard: 
The Dewey Cox Story,” opening Fri- 
day, features the most ambitious set 
of big-screen comedy tunes to come 
along since Christopher Guest’s 2003 
folk revival romp, “A Mighty Wind.” 
The original music of “Walk Hard” 
spans decades of pop styles, from 
the innocent ’50s (“Take My Hand”) 
to Ghostface Killah (onstage with 
Jackson Browne, Jewel and Lyle 


Lovett in a tribute version of “Walk 
Hard”). 

“There was a lot of debate 
about how funny the songs should 
be,” Apatow said. “We wanted the 
songs to be good and to feel like he 
had all these hit records. But we 
wanted them to be also weird and 
wrong. It was a trick — writing a 
good bad song.” 

To get there, director and co- 
writer Jake Kasdan recruited 
songwriter friends Dan Bern, 
Mike Viola and Charlie Wadhams 
to fold in double entendres, tradi- 
tional melodies and a healthy dose 
of political incorrectness. 

The first step was landing John 
C. Reilly to star as Dewey Cox, 
whose none -too -subtle character 
name is actually one of the most 


subtle phallic jokes in the film. Reil- 
ly shares Apatow and Kasdan’s bent 
sense of humor, and also has the 
authentic singing chops to pull off 
a cross-country concert tour pro- 
moting “Walk Hard.” 

Reilly said he had always car- 
ried a guitar with him while shoot- 
ing movies, and was happy to bring 
his passion for music into his more 
lucrative Hollywood career. “It was 
more like a hobby for a long time,” 
Reilly said. “Now it’s become part 
of my work.” 

His ad-libbing during a record- 
ing of the title song helped set the 
tone: “Folks used to tell me, ‘Slow 
down, Dewey. Why you gotta walk 
so hard?’ I used to tell them life’s a 
race. And I’m in it to win it, and I’ll 
walk as hard as I please.” 


“That just started to inform the 
character of the music, which is this 
idiot badass,” Kasdan said. 

Writing from that perspective 
allowed Bern to stop self- editing 
when a silly idea came along. He 
wrote or co-wrote more than 100 
Cox songs over, stopping only last 
week after rejiggering “Walk Hard” 
to “Block Hard” for a “Monday Night 
Football” promo. 

Bern injected a bit of Woody 
Guthrie, a bit of Bob Dylan and 
a lot of naive condescension into 
Cox protest songs like “Let Me 
Hold You (Little Man),” honoring 
little people, and “Dear Mr. Presi- 
dent,” which begins with the line, 
“Dear Mr. President, I want you 
to know I am deeper than you.”

Chef fights against 
fast-food industry by 
teaching kids to cook 

When he discovered American- 
style fast food had invaded his 
home, French chef and father of 
two Philippe Gauvreau decided 
to fight back. 

His battle plan: Get kids hooked 
on the subtle flavors of traditional 
French cuisine before they develop 
a taste for assembly-line burgers 
and greasy pizzas. 

So, once per month, Gauvreau 
opens his two -Michelin- star La 
Rotonde restaurant in Lyon to a 
clientele not typical of restaurants 
of this caliber — would-be foodies, 
aged 5 to 13. 

The monthly cooking lessons 
are attended by about 30 children 
decked out in paper chef’s toques. 


Hut and KFC, which have mush- 
roomed throughout France, help- 
ing to change the way the French 
eat. He also blames school cafete- 
rias for turning youngsters off from 
traditional dishes. 

Gauvreau is one of a growing 
number of chefs, doctors, parents 
and politicians sounding the alarm 
about France’s fast-food invasion 


and its disastrous effects on health. 
France is McDonald’s leading mar- 
ket in Europe, and Turkish take-out 
joints serving shawarma sandwiches 
and fries are everywhere. 

Changing lifestyles, too, have 
contributed to France’s expanding 
girth, with families cooking and eat- 
ing together less, and kids increas- 
ingly forsaking the playground for 


the video game console. 

Child obesity in France now 
affects 1.5 million children, a study 
by France’s state health insurance 
authority found. And 1 in 6 children 
is overwight, a rate that is twice 
that of 10 years ago, according to 
a French pediatric association. 

In response, the government 
has banned vending machines 


after his eldest child developed a 
taste for pizzas and hamburgers 
at the school cafeteria. Most of 
his students are children of regu- 
lars at La Rotonde, which is in a 
suburb of Lyon. 

“We’re giving the kids the tools 
they need to make decisions about 
what to put onto their bodies,”

from public schools and required 
TV commercials for sweet and 
fatty foods to carry a disclaimer 
warning. 

But Gauvreau thinks more 
should be done. He insists it’s time 
to return to the terroir, or soil — the 
source of the wholesome, farm-fresh 
ingredients that are the foundation 
of French cuisine. 

“We get kids here who don’t know 
that a carrot comes from the ground, 
and who’ve only seen meat in plastic 
foam packaging,” he said. 

Gauvreau started the classes — 
which cost $59 — five years ago.

Sock Wars game 
inspires international 
craftiness, cunning 

Meryl Williams’s friends had been 
asking her for days, “Are you dead 
yet?” On Oct. 30, she suddenly 
was. 

The socks did it. 

Williams, 52, was done in by a 
small packagebearingan unfamiliar 
return address. When she saw it in 
her mailbox, she knew she had met 
her maker. Inside was a pair of black 
and orange socks, just her size. 

In recent weeks, about 150 peo- 
ple around the world have received 
similar notices of their demise. 
They were all participants in Sock 
Wars, billed by its organizer as the 
“bloodiest extreme knitting tour- 
nament.” 

Sock Wars requires each par- 
ticipant to knit a pair of socks for 
another player and ship them off to 
the target. Players are eliminated 


from the contest — or “killed” — 
when, like Williams, they receive 
the socks. Once they receive their 
socks, participants have to ship to 
their assassins the pair they were 
still working on for their own tar- 
gets. The assassins then must finish 


those socks and send them along, 
hoping that they don’t first receive 
their own killer socks from another 
assassin. The last assassin standing 
— or sitting — wins. 

Participants say Sock Wars 
brings out bloodthirsty instincts

in the knitting community and sets 
hearts pounding each time these 
women (and a few men) check the 
mail. When the fateful package 
comes, “you stand there as if you 
really were dead,” says Williams, 
a chef in Cape May, N. J. 

Sock Wars is a twist on the 
game Assassin, whose other vari- 
ations require participants to shoot 
assigned target players with water 
pistols or Nerf weapons, or tag them 
with spoons. 

Julie Gardner, a freelance TV 
and film production manager in 
Northern Ireland, got the idea for 
Sock Wars last year after hearing 
a radio report on StreetWars, an 



urban Assassin- style tournament 
involving water guns. 

Gardner, 31, immediately was 
drawn to the idea of pitting knit- 
ters against one another like assas- 
sins locked in mortal combat. “The 
whole ‘knitting is the new yoga’ cli- 
che had been irritating a good few 
of us,” says Gardner. “I wanted a 
wicked edge to it.” 

More than 800 people partici- 
pated in the first edition of Sock 
Wars, held last year. Participants 
in this year’s contest, which began 
Oct. 13, hail from around the world, 
including the U.S., the United King- 
dom, Australia, New Zealand, Bel- 
gium and Finland. 

At the beginning of Sock Wars, 
Gardner provides each player with 
the name, address and shoe size of 
a target. She also designs an origi- 
nal pattern everyone has to follow. 
Gardner called the one last year the 
“International Sock of Doom.” This 
year’s pattern is “Scar” and has a 
ridge down the side meant to resem- 
ble one. Participants are free to add 
their own flourishes. 

They’ve also devoted a lot of 
energy to the delivery of the socks, 
packaging them with flowers and 
cheeky notes. 

Linda Cameron of Hamilton,

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Move over, sticky 
stuff — lipstick’s 
making a comeback 

Ladies are loving lipstick again. 

The shiny luster of lip gloss 
tempted them away for a few years, 
but a creamier texture, long-last- 
ing color and more refined fashions 
are behind a renewed interest in 
lipstick. It doesn’t hurt that celeb- 
rities have taken to red lips on the 
red carpet and that beauty insiders 
are touting the old standby as the 
next big thing. 

“I think everyone got tired of that 
really sticky stuff,” says Allure editor 
in chief Linda Wells. “Some people 
realized it was a little too teenybop- 
per, your hair gets caught and lip 
gloss disappears after a few fleet- 
ing moments.” 

Lipstick, however, will last 
through lunch. 

But lipstick could be imposing, 
says Wells. “In the old days, you 
could see it coming a mile away,” 
she says. “Now lipstick is sheer. 
You hear words like ‘almost lip- 
stick,’ ‘mattene’ and ‘satin.’” 

Manufacturers revamped their 
lipstick recipes to mimic what con- 
sumers liked best about lip gloss 
— including moisture, afresh scent 
and even a more palatable taste — 
while amplifying lipstick’s pros. 

“We were absolutely motivated 
that lip gloss usage surpassed lip- 
stick sales worldwide,” says Anne 
Carullo, senior vice president of 
corporate product innovations at 
Estee Lauder, which reintroduced 
its signature lipstick this year. 

The lipstick category started this 
year stronger than the gloss catego- 
ry in terms of sales, reversing what 
had been the trend for the past few 
years, according to NPD Group Inc., 
a market research firm. However, 
summertime gloss sales outpaced 
lipstick. There’s room, though, for 
lipstick to gain ground in the fourth 
quarter, especially with full- color 
lips dominating holiday magazine 
pages and the spring runways. 

Reformulation wasn’t an easy 
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So many lipstick choices means 
more germs on the unhygienic 
testers at Sephora. Geez — 
use the provided swabs.

feat, Carullo says, because the 
attributes that women sought 
most — lightweight-yet-intense 
color projection, shine with cov- 
erage and moisture with staying 
power — are, more or less, in con- 
flict with each other. 


Carullo went back to the draw- 
ing board, abandoning the beeswax 
that had been at the heart of lip- 
stick for years. 

It had worked well because it 
was a hard wax that melted easily, 
but it had a yellow tint and there 
was a variance in the depth of color 
between lots. A more vibrant lip- 
stick required a clear wax. 

Thus, a new synthetic wax 
became the new emollient, and a 
new blend of esters and silicones 
were added for shine. And, says 
Carullo, perhaps the biggest change 
in the DNA of lipstick is that all the 
materials have been morphed into a 
single complex ingredient instead of 
adding each one individually, great- 


ly improving consistency. 

This all wouldn’t have been 
possible just a few years ago; it’s a 
direct result of improved technol- 
ogy, Carullo says. 

But while the lipstick’s feel might 
be new, it was important to main- 
tain the emotional ties many women 
feel toward it. Carullo herself recalls 
watching her own mother put the 
punctuation on her outfit each day 
with a twist of her lipstick tube. 

Wells agrees: “There is some- 
thing very glamorous about put- 
ting on lipstick. It’s that snapping 
of the cap, swiveling it up and sen- 
sual movement of putting on,” she 
says. “It’s an old-fashioned sexy
